It is built on exactly the same 
principle, but has almost twice the 
lifting power. It. can carry a load of 
twelve tons, and as equipped for the 
voyage will bear tlie burden of the 4,- 
nOO pound steel car. S.OOO pounds of en- 
gines, life boat, supplies and crew, 
10.000 pounds of gasoline and lubri- 
cator. 


The car. built of light steel, is won- 


derfully strong. Us backbone is a large 
steel tank and carries the main supply 
of gasoline in 16 compartments, each 
of which may be tapped separately. 
Besides the engines, the car carries the 
supplies, instruments, a life boat and 
quarters for the crew. It is attached 
to the balloon in a way that leaves tha 
gas bag perfectly smooth and non- 
resistant.

grains of camphor gum, twenty grains 
of acacia £nm and'two ounces of lime 
-water and rose water. This may bo 
rubbed on freely, drying Into the skin. 
A cream for the same purpose, which 
is more convenient to carry. If one is 
tra.veiing. Is made from one-half ounce 
0* lanoline, one-quarter of an ouace of 
sweet almond oil, twenty drops of boric 
acid and nvc drops of tincture of ben- 
zoin. It Is mixed as any cold cream.

Much relief may be given from the 


pain of callosities of the feet by. the 
simple use of corn or bunion plasters, 
which remove pressure of leather from 
the tender spot, .giving It a chance to 
heal. 
At tho same time daily treat- 


ment should be given toward removing 
the trouble and, that the 'cause shall 
be entirely eliminated, It is wise to put 
aside shoes that are being worn and 
have.new ones with lasts of different 
shape. Only by doing this can one be 
sure that the foot is having proper 
space. Also It-will be found the part 


of economy not to wear shoes that 
press over, the joints, for though a 
person may never have 
any »such 


trouble it will 
inevitably nresult in 


•warm weather from the slightest con- 
striction by leather. 


.jt. An amazinz amount Ot benefit is to 
he derived from the use 
of pumice 


stone, not the smooth kind prepared 
for the hands, but a lump in the rough. 
Rubbing with this reduces the callosi- 
ty, after a time removing It entirely, 
If the surface be protected from fur- 
ther hurt 


The pain comes from a hard lump 


being pressed into tho delicate flesh. 
Obviously, then, a Blaster having in it 
a hole slightly larger than the tender 
spot-will, if placed over it, aid by pre- 
venting pressure. This is to be worn 
every day until all trouble is removed. 


At night the joint should he soaked 


lor ten or fifteen minutes in iwater so 
soapy as to bo soft. 
At the end of 


that time, when the hard portion is 
more tender to work upon, It is gently 
wiped,.and then the spot is rubbed to 
and fro with pumice stone until the 


lire flesh Is felt. 
This must' not be 


irritated or the dilficulty will only be 
worse, but as much of the callous por- 
tion is to be rubbed flown as can be. 
Then over the spot is put a bandage 
to hold in. place a wad of absorbent 
cotton, souked either In Klycerine or 
kerosene oil. 
Bnlh are 
penetrating, 


hut the odor of the. latter prevents it 
being desirable. Nevertheless it is al- 
most always at hand and so may lie 
valuable. 


In the morning another bit of cot- 


ton should be similarly soaked and 
placed over the sore in tlie 'hollow ol 
the plaster, but one cann'ot be too 
careful,, that the piaster edge or tha 
watl does not press on the tender por- 
tion, for tlie condition would then only 
grow worse constantly. ' That place 
must be surrounded to 
be 
relieved 


from pressure. 


A fortnight of this treatment, al- 


ways using friction at night, will ac- 
complish wonders by way of a cure. 
Be it understood that during tlm day 
boots which do not fit are not to b« 
worn.

in the east, if not In this country ended herd last week, when more than 1,800 
stockholders of the United Drug company, and some 600 ladles, members of their 
families, stood in the Immense enclosure of the Boston Arena and united their 
voices In the chorus of "Auld Lang Syne" as a finale to the annual banquet.

hall should have been made ready for 
the occupancy ot the provincial assem- 
bly and the governor's council virtually 
at the exact time when the colonies of 
Great Britain in America began to feel 
their growing strength sufficiently to 
Induce them to insist more than ever 
before upon the right to be specially 
Mindful of their own interests. 


It was only a quarter of a. century 


after the "Old Liberty Bell" was cast 
by patriotic artisans in this city that

Cardinal Logur. Denounces Uprising in 


Portugal. 


New York, Oct. 10.—His eminence. 


Cardinal I.ogiie. .primate of Ireland, 
took occasion during a short talk to 
some ten thousand Catholic men, who 
attended a mass meeting in St. 
Pat- 


rick's cathedral last night, to denounce 
the newly born republic* of Portusal 
as an enemy of the church.

other speakers. His Gr.'ice .-Nrchbishop 


Farley ar.rt RPV. Dr. D. J. Kennedy, of 
tlif i.'athollc university at Washing- 
inn, 
made no reference to the revolu- 


tion. 


"Wr- live in an evil age," said Cardi- 


nal I.ogup. "an age ot materialism, a.n 
use where men's minds are given to 
materialistic pursuits. 
The latest In- 


stance -of this is the 
new 
political 


crisis in Portugal. 
One of the first 


nets of these men was to turn them- 
selves against the church and to ex- 
pel the nuns anrl the monks — the serv- 
ants of the church. 
That is an in- 


stance of how men act In the present 
day. 
Ostensibly the new government 


In Portugal vrns started In the name 
of freedom, but in reality it was a 
blow against tile church. It is an in- 
fidel movement. No doubt about that." 


Earlier in the day, in preaching at 


St. Patrick's cathedral, the cardinal 
said that the, United States Is the only 
republic existing that Ms a credit to 
republican Institutions. 


"You have perfect 
freedom here," 


he said, "and you have God respected 
by those outside the church and 
Vjy 


your' rulers. But there are two dan- 
gers that threaten here — the danger 
of prosperity and the matter of mixec 
marriages."
